Showing at Annual Meet¬ 
ing—Old Officers 
Retained. 


The annual meeting of Monday 
evening was not the largest or most 
enthusiastic meeting ever held by the 
Board of Trade, but it was one of the 
best. There was very evident satis¬ 
faction with the .showing of the past 
year’s w )rk and plenty of the noise¬ 
less but most elective booster spirit 
that presaged well for the corning year. 

So well were the members satisfied 
with the work of* the past year that 
the old officers were re-elected to a 
man by acclamation. The old-new of¬ 
ficers are:

The president and vice-president are 
th >sen by the board of directors, the 
other members being elected by the 
whole body. The rep )rts of the retlr- 
in:^' officers were heard with interest 
and approval. That of Secretary 
Bridle, going into the activities of the 
I)a.st year somewhat in detail, is pre¬ 
sented in the News. President Keys, 
in addition to enumerating the chief 
enterprises of the year, made several 
recommendations to the Board, ap¬ 
proving the bond Issues for municipal 
gas and for public school purposes, and 
expressing the thanks of the Board 
to the Woman’s Club for loyal assist¬ 
ance rendered whenever called for. 

The entertainment committee was au¬ 
thorized to arrange for a Board of 
Trade banquet for the near future. The 
matter of short-weight butter and ice 
was discussed and referred to the city 
trustees, as was the matter of street 
cleaning in the business district. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT 
'Po the Sierra Madre Board of Trade. 

Gentlemen:—In response to the 
mandate of the by-laws I hereby sub¬ 
mit the following report for the past 
year: 

There were on the membership rod 
Jan. 1, 1908, eighty-four names, from 
many of whom no dues had been re- 
i oived and who took no part in the 
Board’s activities. Of these fifty-eight 
wore dropped from the rolls in July. 
1908, for non-payment of dues, leaving 
twenty six active members. During the 
year twelve new members were elected 
and five resignations received, leaving 
the active membership to date at 
thirty-three. 

During the past year $186.00 has 
been received for dues, all of which ha.^ 
been turned into the treasury. The 
balance of dues outstanding is $31,2E.

In February Mr. N. H. Hosmer was 
appointed a committee to see the 
supervisors in regard to the condition 
nf the Mt. Wilson trail. As a result 
of his efforts the repairing of the trai' 
was ordered and completed by th ; 
supervisors. 

In March two dozen chairs were 
f.irnishel for the city hall for use at 
meetings of the Board of Trade and 
City Trustees. The beautiful album. 
Vistas of Sierra Madre,” was issue 1 
and its distribution has everywhere 
been the cause of favorable comment 
upon the publication and our city. 
Through the suggestion of Mr. D. C 
Torrance the Board of Trade actively 
took up the matter with the Los An¬ 
geles County Highway Commission of 
affording Sierra Madre a place on the 
foothill boulevard. As a result of con ¬ 
ferences between the commission anrl 
a de'egatlon froh the Board of Trade 
o r city was officially placed on the 
list of boulevard cities and Sierra 
Madre and Baldwin avenues are to he 
placed in boulevard condition. 

In April oar bj'-laws were amende 1 
to make them more effective and 200 
copies printed for circulation. 

In June efforts were made to se¬ 
cure Sunday postal service, but th-^ 
schedule of the Santa Fe was such a.- 
to piecludo the matter. 

In July committees were instructed 
to take up with the proper authorities 
the subjects of securing high school 
grades in our schools, and a passenger 
and freight station on our li7ie. Tlie 
first Board of Trade excursion to 
Alamitos Bay was a grand success and 
established a precedent for futun- 
years when Sierra Madre Board of 
Trade day will become a great feature 

In August, through the efforts of tht; 
editor of the Sierra Madre News, tlie 
Los Ange’es County Weekly Press 
association visited our city and Mt. 
Wilson. The favorable comment in 
their papers showed the way they ap¬ 
preciated their reception and the Im- 
pre.«sions of Sierra Madre left in theii 
minds. 

In September the matter of local 
trade going to Los Angeles was dis¬ 
cussed and a resolution adopted urg¬ 
ing our people to buy and boost home 
products. The unsightly condition of 
our school grounds was also a matter 
of adverse criticism and a resolution 
was adopted calling the attention of 
the school board to the bad effect pro¬ 
duced in the minds of visitors. In re¬ 
sponse the trustees have adopted plans 
that will eventually remove the eye- 
.sore. 

In October the Important matter of 
giving to home-makers and home- 
seekers in Sierra Madre all modern Im¬ 
provements received a material im¬ 
pulse by the appointment of a com¬ 
mittee to consider and formulate plans 
for the furnishing of gas for this city.

Fine Field of Runners Promised for 
Next Mt. Wilson Climb 

April 15 has been selected as the 
date for the next climb up Mt. Wilson 
for the Richard K. Fox medals. Mr. 
Chas. J. Fox has had the entry blanks 
printed at this office and they will be 
sent soon to the various athletic clubs 
and unattached runner-s to be filled 
out. A classy field of starters is al¬ 
ready assured for the second race of 
this great series. 

In addition to the best of the con¬ 
testants in last year’s race, several new 
men of prominence will be seen. Wil¬ 
liam Stanley who finished second in 
the Los Angeles-Venice race of New 
Year’s Day will enter and his friends 
believe he can tower the time made by 
“Soldier” King a year ago. Several 
others who have made a good showing 
in the recent Marathon races will also 
enter. 

The epidemic of Marathon races in 
Southern California during the past 
few months may be traced largely to 
the Mt. Wilson race handled by Mr. 
Chas. J. Fox last spring. Up to that 
time there had been comparatively lit¬ 
tle Interest in long distance running. 
However, some of the runners who have 
made a good showing in these races 
will find that the ascent and descent 
of Mt. Wilson is a proposition very- 
different from 15 or even 25 miles on 
the level.

Paul Reinwald, well known figure on 
the Mt. Wilson trail, has entered for 
the Indoor Marathon race at Shrine 
Auditorium, Los Angeles, on February 
22, When making his entry Reinwald 
insisted on being assigned the num¬ 
ber “13.” This number and “23” are 
usually omitted from the list because 
few runners will consent to be labeled 
with them. Reinwald insists that "13” 
is his lucky number. 

and conference the Board of Trade 
instructed the gas committee to appeal 
to the city trustees to call an election 
to vote on city bonds to the amount 
of $30,000 for the installation of a 
municipal gas plant.

Thus fifteen separate matters of im - 
portance to the growth of our city 
have been acted upon by your Board 
during the year, in addition to many 
finor matters not mentioned.

This property 
was recently transferred and the new 
owners expect to expend a large 
amount of money In new buildings. 
More detailed information will be giv¬ 
en in the near future. 

Many persons are known to be plan¬ 
ning on the ereclimi of residences this 
year. Among them will be several very 
fine structures which will be a credit 
to the town. Miss T. H. Graham is 
having plans drawn for a more expen¬ 
sive residence than any yet erected 
in Sierra Madre. Mr. Philip Carter is 
having ground cleared on a beautiful 
site overlooking Carter’s Camp in the 
Little Santa Anita Canyon and plans 
to erect a residence immediately.

An ordinance of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre calling 
a special election to be held at said 
City of Sierra Madre on the 24th day 
of February, 1909, for the purpose of 
voting thereat upon certain proposi¬ 
tions for the issuance and sale of the 
bonds of said City of Sierra Madre in 
the amounts and for the purposes in 
said ordinance stated, and appointing 
officers of said election, and designat¬ 
ing the place of said election and Fix¬ 
ing the compensation of officers of 
said election. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre, at its 
meeting of November 28, 190S, by ;• 
vote of two-thirds of all its members 
duly passed and adopted an ordinance 
determining that the public interest 
■nd necessity demand the acquisition 
by said City of Sierra Madre of a cer¬ 
tain municipal improvement, to-wit: 

The acquisition by said City of 
Sierra Madre by purchase, condemna¬ 
tion or otherwise of a certain munici- 
p.l improvement, to-wit, a piece or 
pieces of land within said City of 
Uioi'ia Madre for the erection and con-

This is a seasonable request 
and would tend to settle all or most of 
the disputes and “kicks” against the 
present service. 

The suggestion is a good and might 
be taken up in Siena Madre to the 
good of all concerned. It would apply 
with equal force to electricity and 
water, and to gas when the new gas 
plant is installed.

URGES SCHOOL BONDS 


Mr. Dickson Presents Arguments in 
Favor of Bonds Asked by Trustees

I To the Editor of the News, 

Dear Sir:—In justice to the voters 
of the Sierra Madre school district I 
desire to give a few facts why they 
should vote for the bonds on Jan. 
asked for by the school board. 

It was expected that a call either for 
a bond issue or a direct tax would 
have been made several weeks ago 
but the matter was unavoidably de¬ 
layed until the present time when the 
board, after carefully considering the 
question in all Its hearings, decided 
that a bond issue would preferable 
to a direct tax. 

At the beginning of the school year 
there were outstanding bills against 
the district as follows: For furniture, 
$417; insurance, $250; piano and other 
items, about $260 more. The bill for 
furniture was necessarily contracted 
when the new bulld<ng was erected In 
1907. As the district Is not allowed to 
pay interest on its bills we believe

district should pay them at once. The 
annual Income will barely pay the 
running expenses. Consequently th'^ 
above items, together with the nece.s- 
sary Improvements, must be paid for 
in some other way. 

The building is entirely without 
protection in case of Are. With the 
present rapid growth of this portion 
of the district it will be but a short 
time before the vacant room must bo 
furnished. We are already crowding 
those that are now occupied. 

The basement should be put in 
proper condition for use of the chil¬ 
dren in bad weather. 

The districts owns about 1,100 feet 
of frontage on three streets. The pay¬ 
ment for Improving a portion of this 
must be lade soon and before the 
grounds can be properly graded and 
improved as desired by so many of 
our citizens it will be necessary to at 
least have the official grades estab¬ 
lished and the cement curbs put In. 

It now rests with the voters whether 
or not this work shall be done and 
make the school grounds and sur¬ 
roundings compare favorably with the 
fine building and become a place that 
we will take pleasure In showing our 
friends, or leave them as they are and 
still avoid them when taking friends 
about the city. 

Inasmuch as the school district 
covers a much larger territory than 
the Incorporated city I believe the 
bonds should carry unanlmousl.v.
